2. The status of claim 3, 7-10, 15, and 17-19 rejections under 35 USC § 103(a) needs to be stated clearly in sections of Grounds of 
Rejections to be Reviewed on Appeal and Grounds of Rejection in the Examiner's Answer and in the section of Grounds of Rejections 
to be Reviewed on Appeal in the Appeal Brief Filed, e.g. claim 3, 7-10, 15, and 17-19 rejections under 35 USC § 103(a) will stand or 
fall with the decision on the Appeal of claim 1, 5-6, 1 1-13, 16 and 20 rejetions under 35 USC § 103(a). 

3. Since applicant did mention claim 3, 7-10, 15 and 17-19 rejections under 35 USC § 103(a) in section 3, Status of the Claims of the 
Appeal Brief Filed and in section VI and VII applicant appeals and argues only on claim 1,11 and 20 rejections under USC § 103(a).
